TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New Hampshire, Tuesday the 
ninth day of March, 1982 A.D. at 6:00 PM to act by ballot on Articles 1 and 2, all other articles to be 
acted upon at 7:30 PM. Polls to close for action on Articles 1 and 2 no later than 7:30 PM and may be 
held opn longer at the discretion of the meeting. 


ARTICLE 1. Are you in favor of adoption of the amendments to Article IV and Article VII of 
the Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board. Said amendments to allow 
mobile homes on individual lots in the Town of Sugar Hill under certain conditions. 


ARTICLE 2. Shall we adopt the provisions of R.S.A. 72:48-f for the adjusted elderly 
exemptions from property tax? These statutes provide for the following exemptions, based on 
assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $10,000.00; for a 
person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $15,000.00; for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000.00. 
To qualify, the person must have been a N.H. resident for at least 5 years; own the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by the spouse, they must have been married for 
at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000.00 or if 
married a combined net income of less than $12,000.00, and own net assets of $30,000.00 or less, 
excluding the value of the person’s residence. 


ARTICLE 38. To choose a Town Clerk, a Moderator for a term of two years, a Selectman for a 
term of three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a 
term of five years, and three persons for a term of one year each to act as Appointing Authority to 
appoint temporary members to the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, 
death, or absence of any permanent member or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term of 
three years, a Supervisor of the Checklist for aterm of six years, a Supervisor of the Checklist for a 
term of two years, and a Trustee of the Carolina Crapo Trust Fund for a term of six years.

Toseeifthe Town will vote to reimburse Sel Hannah $1,300.00 for the gravel bar 
removing he effected during the fall of 1981 and to raise and appropriate $1,300.00 for that 
purpose. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,700.00 for 
removing the most dangerous gravel bars which presently threaten the bridge to Cushings and the 
Streeter Pond Road, and to remove the gravel bar and repair the bank below the inlet to Coffin 
Pond which in their present condition threaten the Streeter Pond Road.

ARTICLE 26. (By Petition) Today the United States and the Soviet Union alone possess enough 
nuclear weapons to destroy the major population centers of the world in a very short time. We are 
compelled to exercise responsibility for our environment and all creation. We believe in the value 
and sanctity of human life. We recognize the medical impossibility of treating, housing and 
feeding the millions of victims as a result of nuclear holocaust. 

Rather than permit this dangerous future to happen, and believing there is no justification for 
the use of nuclear weapons on any peoples under any circumstance, we call on the nations of the 
world, the Soviet Union and the United States to adopt an immediate, mutual freeze on all further 
testing, production and employment of nuclear weapons, and of missiles and new aircraft 
designed primarily to deliver nuclear weapons. 

We, by vote of Sugar Hill, Town Meeting (March 9th, 1982) call upon members of the U.S. 
Congressional Delegation to support or co-sponsor a resolution in the U.S. Congress calling for 
President Reagan to propose to the Soviet Union and all nations possessing nuclear weapons a joint 
nuclear arms freeze.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


During the year circulation has increased at the Richardson Memorial Library. Attendance was 
down somewhat due to the gasoline crisis, but patrons took out more adult fiction than ever before. 
The children at Carolina Crapo School seem to enjoy coming to the library for a story hour and to 
take out books, meanwhile learning how a library functions. 


In March, the library had a very successful film program at the Meeting House entitled “Ruth 
Stout’s Garden” which was well attended by the public. The library, as part of the North Country . 
Library Cooperative, sponsored two programs for children, one held in Littleton and the other in 
Franconia. 


The first recipient of the Gladys Jesseman Memorial Award was Jonathan Segal, an honor 
student at Profile High School, who is continuing his education at the University of Massachusetts. 
He was awarded $100.00 which the Trustees decided should be given the second semester at 
college. This decision was made to be sure the Award goes to a student who does not drop out of 
school after the first term. 


The White Mountain Garden Club gave $250.00 to the library which enabled the Trustees to 
plant many bushes and flowering plants to complete our landscaping plan. The Willing Workers 
Society donated $100.00 to the Gladys Jesseman Memorial Scholarship Fund which was 
established as a living memorial to our beloved former Chairman of the Trustees. These donations 
were greatly appreciated as were other donations, books and magazines given to the library, all 
helping to alleviate the budget crunch. 


Due to the breakdown of the Bookmobile and lack of State funds, only one visit was made by the 
Bookmobile during the year. In 1982 it is hoped that with consolidation of efforts on the part of the 
State Library there will be a van service to distribute books in the future. Small libraries depend 
greatly on the State Library for the loan of books, particularly non-fiction. Townspeople should 
note that the library is able to deliver books to shut-ins when requested, and can obtain the loan of 
Large Print books for those whose sight is impaired. 


The Trustees and the librarian wrote strong letters to our State Representative and Senator, as 
well as the Governor, protesting the drastic cuts proposed in the State Library’s budget which 
would have curtailed many services especially those affecting small libraries. Fortunately, most of 
the cuts were rescinded. 


From Revenue Sharing Funds, the water line was extended so an outside faucet could be placed 
on the front of the building. The right side of the porch was repaired as it had been eaten away in 
places by carpenter ants which was causing the porch roof to sag. 


In order to conserve energy, the Trustees would like to insulate the ceiling. The library has 
approximately $187.00 left in Revenue Sharing Funds. If possible, it would like $200.00 more to 
complete this necessary work. 


The library has been certified by the State Library Commission for meeting the standards of the 
Statewide Library Development Program. To meet these standards, the library must have an up- 
to-date policy statement filed with the State Library, the librarian must take Public Library 
Technique Courses to become certified, and the book budget must equal or exceed the money spent 
for books in the second previous year. 


The Trustees have had several meetings during the year to work on the library matters with the 
librarian who deeply appreciates their constructive suggestions and advice. The librarian also 
appreciates the interest and help of the townspeople. She welcomes suggestions for improving 
library services.

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FRANCONIA-SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT 


If this report is not exactly what everyone is expecting, then please accept my apologies, but I 
feel that I have to tell it as I see it. 


There have been some problems that give us concern as to the trend which the small towns of 
New Hampshire seem to be heading towards. The crime rate in New Hampshire has quadrupled 
within the last ten years, and various police agencies of higher government are facing some rather 
drastic cutbacks, which throws a greater amount of the problem back into the hands of local 
government. I feel that we have made a giant step forward in bringing this problem under control 
by combining the police departments of Sugar Hill and Franconia, which, in turn, will allow both 
towns to have the security needed seven days a week, and within an affordable budget. 


The budget for the town of Sugar Hill has remained the same for a period of two years, which I 
have a good feeling about. There is a small increase in this year’s budget, but the percentage 
increase is nowhere near what everyone might expect. Police officers are taxpayers too, and I like 
to think that I deal with very realistic figures. 


As for the taxpayers of Franconia, I am afraid that under this system the only thing that I can 
offer you in your police department budget is a decrease in the overall expense. If this hurts 
anyone’s feelings, then I don’t know what to say. 


The installation of the 8123 telephone line has to be one of the greatest steps taken towards 
increasing the efficiency of the department. Anytime that we can make it easier for the public to 
contact the police, they become more willing to report what they see and, this is what we need. We 
urge you to use the 8123 number whenever you wish to contact the police for whatever the problem 
may be. 


The 8123 telephone line showed a total of 2606 calls during 1981 with a breakdown as follows:

There were 479 calls which could not be directly connected to any one town, but were of the type 
which, according to Chief Dispatcher Robert Gilbert, would most likely be directed to the police 
department if the telephone was answered at the police station. 


I anticipate a large increase in the number of calls on the 8123 line in 1982 as more people 
become accustomed to using the service. 


I now receive two or three calls each day at my home which is not the preferred method for the 
best service as Iam not too often at home and may not be the one on duty at the time. The dispatch 
service is aware of who is on duty and where the officer is 24 hours a day. Save time and save lives. 
Call 8123. 


I wish to commend the dispatchers at the Grafton County Sheriff’s Department for the fantastic 
job and service being provided to us. It is something which is too often taken for granted, even by 
police officers. There are times I know that we place terrible burdens on these people. Sheriff Ash, 
we thank you and your people who care about us. 


For years now I have been writing a brief on the police department and always end up with sort 
of a selfish feeling because of too many ‘I’s’ in it, so now I’m going to let you know where it’s really at. 
It is the part time police officers, members of the EMS team and members of the volunteer fire 
departments who take time away from their private lives and put their necks on the line to do 
something for their communities and the people who mean so much to you. Just take the time at 
Town Meeting, should you be in a critical mood, and look around and you will see many people 
who’s lives have been directly affected by these people at one time or another. I know that there will 
be very familiar faces that are golden to me and were given back to me because of Billy Mead and 
his well-trained EMS team. I could go on and on, probably write a book, about the vast number of 
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times these people have been there when the need came. Try to put a price tag on that, I can’t. This 
is something you will only find in your small towns. 


So many times I have heard the remarks about the up and coming generation being our future. 
With the combining of the police departments of Sugar Hill and Franconia, I found the need to hire 
more part-time police officers, most of whom are of the generation being criticized. In my book 
they do a superb job and are second to none. I take a great deal of pride in calling them one of my 
team and a team they are. Do unto one and be ready todo unto all. I urge the holding together of the 
combined force, not only from the point of economics, but also for better coverage, seven days a 
week. 


If anyone is considering police work with the department, some of the qualifications are: 


1. Must have a large heart. 
2. Heart must be in the right place. 
3. Must be almost as tall as the chief. 
4. Police officers are handpicked by individual abilities. 
Police work is done by 60% heart, 30% brain, 9% luck and 1% brawn, and in that order. 


1981 was not a bad year from the police department’s point of view. It was an active year, but 
when the area does well in the tourist trade we have to keep an open mind and realize that we are 
going to get the bad with the good. The long hours and the tough times are sort of like the weather. 
We complain about it, wish for this and that, but if you stop and think about it, there isn’t anyone 
making us stay here. We are here because we want to be. I rather enjoy telling people that I feel this 
to be the best patrol area any police officer could work ... with only one that is any better, and you 
have to die to get there: Heaven. 


I do plan an ongoing training program within the department in 1982 so that each of the part- 
time officers will be in a position to function as a full time officer. I might also add that, at the three 
schools for certifying part-time officers which have been attended by our officers, at least one of 
ours finished top of the class. Congratulations and thank you. 


There will be programs instituted in our school systems so that the first contact between 
children and police doesn’t have to be something of criminal nature. 


The ultimate goal of the department is to have the ‘assists’ to the people outweigh the arrests 
many times over. However, should you violate the law you will undoubtedly have the opportunity 
to meet one of the nation’s finest: your Police. 


Should you decide to hold the two departments together, I feel that we can provide a very good 
and necessary service. There is no room in our communities for thieves and thugs, and they had 
best be on their guard because we are always looking. 


We live by our goals and learn by our mistakes. Many years ago a very wise man told me that you 
could catch more flies with sugar then with vinegar. Thanks, Roger, you were right and I needed 
that. 


If I have been a little short on patience due to long hours, or just a plain bad day, then I apologize, 
and if I have been a little slow, then we will try harder next year. 


I will now take this opportunity to thank the people of Sugar Hill and Franconia for the finest 
Support and cooperation ever shown any police department. 


The impossible we will try to do right away, miracles may take a little longer.

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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Year Ending December 31, 1981 


Throughout 1981, improved water supply was the primary focus of the Sugar Hill Fire 
Department. These efforts took us in several directions including improved fire ponds, a new 
tanker, greater cooperation with the Twin State Mutual Aid System, and a renewed emphasis on 
pumping drills. 


In the area of fire ponds, tremendous improvements were made at a minimal cost. At Coffin 
Pond a dry hydrant was installed along with an area for the trucks to pull in without affecting 
traffic on Streeter Pond Road. Repairs were made to the Cyrs’ fire pond improving the water 
supply situation on Main Street. Further improvements were made to the water supply near 
Harrison Publishing House giving us a reliable source in that area. Finally, a new pond was 
opened up at the Alloo Residence on Pearl Lake Road providing a badly needed water source in 
that area of town. The fire department thanks the many individuals who contributed most 
generously to these efforts. 


The new body and tank for the tanker project arrived in December. A good deal of work and 
planning was involved before the project could really get going this fall. Several companies were 
called upon to provide bids with Amthor Fire Apparatus of New York providing the lowest bid. As 
proposed last year, our costs have not exceeded $16,000 for a fully equipped tanker. This new piece 
of equipment required literally hundreds of hours of work by department members but the result 
is a truck we can be proud of... and most importantly, a savings of many thousands of dollars for 
the town. The option of “building our own” is certainly something to be considered for keeping 
costs down in the future. 


The Twin State Mutual Aid System is, in the minds of department members, the best thing to 
happen to our area in a long time. With the advent of the 8123 number for emergencies, response 
times have been reduced considerably. Response plans and pre-fire plans are continually being 
updated and tested in drills. The result should be minimal fire losses. 


In regards to the 8123 Emergency Phone Number, it must be stressed that it is for 
Emergencies Only. The phone is answered by the professional dispatchers at the county offices in 
North Haverhill. Use of this number for non-emergencies will result in greater costs to the town 
and, more importantly, may tie up the line to someone who truly needs help. So please. . . use the 
8123 Number only if your are in need of Police, Fire, or Medical help. 


Looking ahead to the coming year, our plans call for more work in the area of fire ponds, 
increased drilling with the new tanker, and improvements to the fire station -- particularly in the 
area of energy conservation. As the budget figures show, fuel oil has been our largest single 
expense amounting to nearly $3,500 last year. Plans call for insulating and sealing the drafts 
around the bay doors and adding electric door openers to compensate for the added weight of 
insulation. This may seem like a luxury ... but should account for saving of 10% or more per year. 


Finally, as always, the fire department can use more help. If you are interested, please call any 
fire department member or just come toa meeting on the first and third Wednesday of each month.

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THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Sugar Hill Planning Board meets on the first Monday of each month at seven thirty in the 
evening at the Meeting House. Our meetings are open to the public. 


“Not blind opposition to progress but opposition to blind progress” is an expression of your 
Planning Board’s desire to help the town to grow yet remain the beautiful place that we know. In 
the past year we have clarified the Sub-division Regulations and brought them into conformity 
with state law. Anyone contemplating a subdivision might find it helpful to consult with the 
Planning Board at the outset. The question of allowing Mobile Homes in Sugar Hill,as mandated 
by state law, has been addressed with amendments to the Zoning Regulations. An updating and 
revision of the Master Plan is in progress. We will be working with the Selectmen on other town 
interests. 


The views of and from Sugar Hill have long been considered one of its greatest treasures. It is 
fitting to recall a description published one hundred years ago. 


“Distinguished by the beautiful groves of maple that adorn its crest, Sugar Hill is destined to 
grow more and more in popular esteem. No traveller should pass it by. It isso admirably placed as 
to command in one magnificent sweep of the eye all the highest mountains; it is also lifted into the 
sun and air by an elevation sufficiently high to reach the cooler upper currents. The days are not so 
breathless or so stifling as they are down in the valley. You look deep into the Franconia Notch, and 
watch the evening shadows creep up the great east wall. Extending beyond those nearer 
mountains, the scarcely inferior Twin summits pose themselves like gigantic athletes. Passing to 
the other side of the valley, we see as far as the pale peaks of Vermont, and those rising above the 
valley of Israel’s River. But better than all, grander than all, is that kingly coronet of great 
mountains set on the lustrous green cushion of the valley. Nowhere I venture to affirm, will the 
felicity of the title, “Crown of New England”, receive more unanimous acceptance than from this 
favored spot. Especially when a canopy of clouds overspreading permits the pointed peaks to 
reflect the illuminated fires of sunset does the crown seem blazing with jewels and precious stones. 
All the great summits are visible here, and all the ravines, except those of Madison, are as clearly 
distinguished as if not more than ten instead of twenty miles separated us. 


The high crest of Sugar Hill unfolds an unrivalled panorama. This is but faint praise... .” (The 
Heart of the White Mountains, Illustrated, by S. A. Drake, Harper and Brothers, New York, 1882) 


In the years ahead our town will have to draw more on its own resources and the skills and 
counsel of its people. We will find it expedient (as we have already seen) to work with neighboring 
towns on mutual services and problems. Our land, water, air, human and scenic assets will call for 
careful consideration. The Planning Board will make every attempt to contribute its part to that 
end.

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THE RECREATION PROGRAM 


The Recreation Program offers a variety of winter and summer activities to the children from 
the towns of Franconia, Sugar Hilland Easton. The program has grown both in size and scope over 
the past several years. This is due in part to all the volunteer help in coaching, maintenance of our 
facilities, driving and chaperoning. We are very fortunate and appreciative of this help, and the 
committee anticipates another exciting and beneficial year. The committee wishes to give special 
thanks to Hal Tuttle, for organizing the hockey and figure skating program; Dave Sullivan, for 
organizing the baseball program; and Starcy Sullivan-Segal, for organizing the summer . 
program. 


Below is a brief synopsis of each program offered during 1981, along with the incurred expenses 
and a projected budget for 1982. 


The winter program involved many children in hockey and figure skating. There were three 
hockey teams: Senior Division - 17 players, Junior Division - 21 players, and Instructional Division 
- 18 players. There were 22 children in the figure skating program. As a member of the North 
Country Hockey Association, hockey games were played with Littleton, Whitefield, Gorham, 
Gilman, St. Johnsbury and Lancaster. The hockey players went to a Bruins game in Boston as a 
final activity of the season.

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The Summer Program offered Red Cross swimming instruction, hiking, biking and tennis 
lessons to 110 children. Hikes were made to Indian Head Mountain, Rim Trail on Cannon 
Mountain, Zealand Falls, Bald Mountain, Mt. Garfield, Georgiana Falls, Cloudland Falls, the 
Three Cannonballs, the Flume, Bridal Veil Falls, Ore Mines, Lost River, the Basin, Mt. Lafayette, 
Mt. Washington and Franconia Falls. A trip was also made to the Farm and Forest Museum. The 
end of the summer program culminates with a family cookout and activity day at Echo Lake. The 
highlight of the summer was the trip to the New England Aquarium in Boston. Transportation 
was a problem because of the high activity interest and only one rental van. Supervision was 
stretched to its capacity due to the large number of participants, so we have budgeted in 1982 fora 
director and two assistants. Hopefully the transportation problem can be solved with parental 
cooperation.

RIVER & COFFIN POND STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 
January 1982 


The River Study Committee carried out the work outlined and voted upon at the Sugar Hill Town 
meeting spring of 1981. 


I. FINDINGS 


The banks and the bed of the Gale River within Sugar Hill have areas of dangerous conditions 
which need immediate attention. 


A. The Banks 


1. The River has eroded the dyke between it and Coffin Pond to the point that subsequent 
high water may create a new channel so that the river will run directly into the Pond. 


2. This event will breach the dam holding back Coffin Pond and do immeasurable 
damage to agricultural lands, buildings and the Streeter Pond Road. 


3. Coffin Pond was put to use on a temporary basis during 1981 with minimum cleanup 
and repair, but Fish & Game Engineer Steve Virgin states that no permanent work 
should be done on the Pond until the river bank is protected. 


B. The Bed 


1. Several gravel bars have been built up between the Pond and Sucker Rock. These 
substantially increase the problems of ice jams. 


a. The big bar opposite the Pond intake pushes the river toward the Pond and 
invites a jam which will endanger the properties along Route 18 and also the 
properties across the river including the air strip. 


b. Bars above and below the bridge to Cushings seriously jeopardise that bridge 
as well as the Streeter Pond Road and the meadow homes.and agricultural land. 


c. Two large and long bars starting at the point where the river leaves the 
Streeter Pond Road filled in the bed to the extent that a 2% inch rainfall caused the 
river to overflow. These bars were almost certain to cause ice jams and create 
serious hazard to the Streeter Pond Road and prime agricultural land. 


d. As the Town had no funds to do the work, Sel Hannah, operating under the 
permit acquired by the Town, paid Fred Hunt $1300.00 to remove these bars 
during September 1981. He also used his own machinery in completing the 
project. 


II. FIRE HYDRANT 


A fire hydrant was installed and parking lot built along Streeter Pond Road east of Sarah 
Lavigne’s property. 


III. SOLUTIONS TO THE PROBLEMS 


The problems of the Gale River are common to all mountain streams. It isa consensus that ice jams 
and the resulting flooding are the major source of damage and that the removal of gravel bars 
substantially decreases the incidence of jams. It is also considered that if this elimination of 
dangerous bars is done as they start to build up, the cost is relatively minor. 


The river bank problem at the Pond inlet requires considerable expense. The bank should be 
reshaped and riprap (large sharp rock) laid down. The Town must successfully seek aid in this 
project. Until this is accomplished, alternate work can be done which would probably protect 
against at least one flood. 
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IV. RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Committee recommends that the following articles be included in the Town Warrant for the 
1982 meeting. 


1. To see whether the Town will establish as part of the Town of Sugar Hill organization, 
a River Committee working with the Planning Board to keep abreast of River problems, 
advise and assist the Selectmen in achieving solutions and recommending the 
expenditures of funds for the purpose. 


2. To see whether the Town will authorize this committee to investigate the 
establishment of a fund which can be available for riverbed and bank maintenance 
immediately as the need may arise. 


3. To see if the Town will raise $2700.00 for removing the most dangerous gravel bars 
which presently threaten the bridge to Cushings and the Streeter Pond Road, and to 
remove the gravel bar and repair the bank below the inlet to Coffin Pond which in their 
present condition threaten the Streeter Pond Road. 


4. Tosee ifthe Town will reimburse Sel Hannah $1300.00 for the gravel bar removing he 
effected during the fall of 1981.

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TRI-TOWN RECYCLING COMMITTEE REPORT 


Town Meeting 1981 resulted in positive support for establishing some method of recycling in our 
tri-town area on a volunteer basis. Soon afterward a committee, with representatives from each 
town, was appointed to research available data pertinent to recycling. Since the Spring of 1981 the 
tri-town recycling committee has met on many occasions to assess information gathered from 
interviews with state and local officials, operators of recycling concerns, regional seminars, and 
concerned citizens. Considerable assistance was gained from Elizabeth Bedard, Governor’s 
Council on Energy and Fred Moody, North Country Council. 


The following proposal represents this committee’s best effort to outline a recycling plan on a 
volunteer basis that; 


. has every chance of success, 

. can operate at a profit, thus reducing waste disposal costs, 

. has a marginal set-up cost, 

. can be used by individual and commercial concerns, 

. will reduce the harmful effects of waste disposal on the natural environment, and 
. can save energy by reclaiming that which is normally buried in a landfill.

The committee first gathered statistical data that suggests the citizens of the tri-town area 
generate 1669 tons of refuse per year. Of that figure, 30% falls into the category of items normally 
recycled on a volunteer basis, namely, bottles, cans, and paper (in this case only newsprint, not 
baled cardboard or other paper). These figures suggest that 550 tons of recyclable materials a year 
are removed from the Transfer Station and buried at a substantial cost to the residents of these 
towns. 


Our next task was to find a vendor who met the needs of our community. Many vendors will 
provide a pick-up service and disposal bins (rental) as long as the community can guarantee a 
certain rate of recyclable materials per month. After much effort and searching, a vendor was 
located who will pick up the aforementioned recyclables, on a flexibleschedule, and pay the towns 
for what he removes. This vendor is presently paying $10.00 a ton (depending on the market) for 1) 
sorted glass (green, white, brown), 2) mixed cans, i.e., aluminum and/or tin, and 3) bundled 
newsprint. Based on the present generation rate of 550 tons per year, this vendor would be paying 
the towns $5,500.00 per year if all these materials were collected! 


The next effort of the committee was to establish the design of the recycling bins, an estimate of 
their initial cost, and a suggested design of the transfer station to accommodate them. 


The Tri-Town Recycling Committee was established to research the potential of a volunteer 
recycling program. It has found that given a relatively small initial cost of five to six thousand 
dollars, the citizens of these towns can expect a reduction in the overall waste disposal budget of 
from $0.00 to $5,500.00 annually. It is also felt that support runs from good to better than average; 
therefore, implementation of a volunteer recycling program should be in the best interests of all 
concerned. 


At this point the committee seeks to share the results of its efforts with the Boards of Selectmen 


in the hopes of answering questions that may arise and to receive guidance for the new direction it 
should take.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


1981 was an extremely busy year with many changes. With Maynard Whites’ help the 
revaluation has been completed and we are pleased with the results. 


The new town truck is now in service and the old chassis is being converted to a tanker for the fire 
department. Our thanks go to the volunteer efforts of the firemen whose work on the new tanker 
has saved the town several thousand dollars. 


As revenues continue to decline and expenses steadily increase our taxes will continue to rise. 
The Selectmen are deeply concerned about the high cost of borrowing money which amounted toa 
net cost of $8,361.60 in 1981. 


Therefore, we propose the adoption of the semi-annual tax collection system according to R.S.A. 
15-a, b. 


It works as follows: One half the property tax is due on July 1 based on the tax for the preceding 
year. The balance of the tax for the taxable year would be due December 1. 


The advantages: It should be easier for many taxpayers to make two lesser payments than to 
make one largeone. It should greatly reduce the high interest costs due to borrowing largesums of 
money for long periods, or several smaller sums for short periods. 


The authority to adopt the semi-annual system lies with the Selectmen who believe it is in the 
best interest of the town and its citizens. 


The Selectmen welcome discussion of this proposal at the Town Meeting. 


As we were working on the budget this year, the highway department had the misfortune of 
losing the motor in the grader. The replacement cost is $6,000.00. In the past years revenue 
sharing moneys had been used for work in town buildings. This year in order to keep taxes down 
we have decided to use this years revenue sharing money to replace the grader motor. 


We are pleased with the progress on the Meeting House. The front foundation wall has been 
replaced as well as the steps and aramp has been added alsoa new bulletin board and new bracing 
for the tower stairs have been added. The remainder of the appropriation will be used for further 
repairs to the building. 


The Town has taken over the affairs of the Sunnyside Cemetery Association who did so much 
from the year 1903 to 1981, to build, beautify, and maintain the Sunnyside Cemetery. 


The minutes of all the meetings ever held by the Association are in the Meeting House Safe. They 
show that it always had a nucleous of loyal hard working citizens, men and women. A few names 
show 50 or 60 years of service. Cemeteries show the love and respect that citizens hold for relatives 
and friends and reflect the quality of the Town. Many thanks are due to all who served so faithfully 
and generously. 


Adjacent land has been purchased by the Town. Part of it has been plotted. Lots will be available 
when all lots in the old section have been sold. 


The Sel Hannah’s gave land adjacent to the old Streeter District Cemetery. Parts of this land 
have been plotted and lots are available there. 


The roads of the Sunnyside Cemetery were greatly improved in 1981 due to the generosity of 
William Presby in donating high grade gravel for that purpose. 


James Stewart is the Sexton for the Sunnyside Cemetery and can furnish information on the 
location and availability of lots. 


The Sunnyside Cemetery is quite well funded due to the efforts of the Sunnyside Cemetery 
Association. It is nearly self sustaining. Again thanks are due to the loyal members.
